Hen I came from Oxford to Weſtminſter, in the beginning of the year 
1656, I brought along with me all the Reſpe& and Aﬀe&ion for 
Mr Bu4by, which either his Kindnefs ro me when [ was his Scholar, 
or his Friendſhip after, could _—_— challenge from me: .and 
at that time I had no one thing, of private concernment, more pre- 

- valent in my thoughts, than co find out a way, how I might do 

Mr Busby ſome Acceptable Service. For the effefting of this, I found then bur too 

ſad an opportunity offered, fince, what by the Recets of Mr Vincent the ſecond Ma- 

fer, and the intended Departure of Mr Littleton, who had for ſome time. ſupplied 
his Room 3 together with an Exccrable Fatt committed lately before by Mr Buf- 
by's Nephew Fobn Busby ( for which he was forced, or rather ſuffered te fly } 

1 feund rhe School ſo ſunk in Learning, and 1o loſt in Reputation z that ſcarce any 


one of Learning or Ingenuity would undertake an Imployment in it. 
in this Diſtreſs Mt: Busby did by Mt Littleton ſignifie unto me, how ready he

All this was repeated at {arge,and enforced by our Reverend Dean then Perſonal- 
ly preſent; ſorhar for Mr Busby to appear earneſt for one, who was thus recom- 
mended by thoſe, whoſe Judgment, he, as a Stadent of Ch. Church, is bound to fol- 
low, this was ne more than any ſtranger ſo qualified, might juſtly expe and look 
for from him. 

Secondly, As I was not at all Ambitious of the Place of ſecond Maſter, ſo was 1 
particularly carefull 'nor to defire M: Buby's Affiſtance 3 not onely becauſe I was 
not willing to be too much obliged, which yet to an Ingenuous Temper is excuſe 
enough 3 bur . | 

Firſt, Beeauſe the Reverend the Dean 8f Ch. Charch had voluntarily undertaken 
the Buſineſs for me, and did Perſonally appear in my behalf; on whoſe ſingle and 
unqueſtionable Intereſt as I-thought it Prudence to rely, ſo I cauld nor but think ir 
my Duty to be entirely Bcholding ro him. 

Secondly, Becauſe at that time, 1, being wholly ignorant of Mr Busby's Intereſt

T am thercfore now apt to believe, that Mr Busby's unaſked and officious Earneſt- 
neſs at the El/efFion m May 1656 3 did nor ſo much proceed out of any intended 
Kindneſs to me, as out of a Hope, that this enforced Favour would render me 
more Servile and Obnoxious unto his Deſigns. 

For preſently after my Eſtabliſhment, by his many Afﬀronts in Publique, and by 
his frequent Quarrels in Private, about fo petry things that I am aſhamed to repeat 
them, ſuch as—the fitting with my Hat on at Church, my lighting of Arabick, my 


not overvaluing his Greek Grammar,—and other Trifles of a much Inferior Nature,. 


Mr Busby had made me weary of my Place, long before he took an occaſion to force 
me out of it :—In the Relarion of which Buſineſs, I muſt entreat all thoſe, who 
think any thivg of ſo perty a Concernment worth their Notice, that they will wie" 
me admire Mr Bu4by's exat Subrilty ;. for I beleeve there was never Greater Art 
and Cunning uſed, than in the ſeyerall Scenes and Contrivanees Mr Busby laid for 
my Undoing.

Starute,'as might prove a ſnare to me. And though Mr Bysby did not feare to iay 


before the Goyernours, that he was moved to make this Alteration only our of Con-- 


ſcience, and becauſe of his Oath 3 yet that his Zeal ſhould not much more-put him 
upon re-inforcing thoſe forementioned Statutes, (by the Breach of which the Col- 


ledgis infinxely damaged) this has in it more of Crime, than, I am willing,ta give.

Upon reading of this, I being called in, and having a Publick Teſtimony given 
me,in the preſence of Mr Busby, that the Governours did not intend to refle& upon 
me in the leaſt manner, I withdrew chearfully ro reach my little Boyes, and ſo 
continued allthat Summer 3 not omitting, in the mean while, any kind of ReſpeR ro 
Mr Busby, both by my Letrers and frequent Vifics, which I hoped might prevaile 
with him to allay his Fierceneſs, and fo pur our thar Flame of Contencion, which 
M* Bysby himſelf by his indire& dealing had kindled. 

Bur this evenneſs and ſeeming Inſenſibility of my Temper, only laid me open to 
New Projeds; for Mr Busby having wich ſo much caſe, and as he thought undiſco. 
vered Art, compaſſed his firſt deſign ; which was to levell and hy ne low enough; 
his next Plor was to inake his Minionand Uſher Mr Fames ſtep over me, which ac- 
cording to his former Arts ef ſurprize and ſecrecy, Mr Busby thus effected.

This Juſt Requeſt did preyaile ſo farre with that Honourable Perſon, that-he was
